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REMARKS 

Claims 10-19 hav? been eKamined. Claims 10-li2,and 19 have been rejected under 35 
U.S.C § 102(b). Also, the Examiner has indicated that claims 13-18 contain allowable subject 
matter. 

I. RejeetiQii under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) in view of JP 49-124508 (« JP '508") 

The Examiner has rejected claims 10-12 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as aiiegedly 
being anticipated by JP '508 which was cited in the October 7, 2004 Information Disclpsure 
Statement, 

A. Claim 10 

By this Amendment, Applicant has incorporated the allowjtble subject matter of claim 1 3 
into claim 10. Accordingly, the rejection of claim 10 is now moot. 

B. Claim 11 

Since claim 1 1 is dependent upon cldm 10, Applicant submits that such claim is 
patentable at least by virtue of its dependency, 

C Claim 12 

By this Amendment, Ajjplicant has canceled claim 12, without prejudice or disclaimer. 
Accordingly, Applicant submits that the rejection of such claim is now moot. 
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D. Claim 19 

By this Amendment, Applicant has incorporated the allowable subject matter of claim 13 
into claim 19, Accordingly, the rejection of claim 19 is now moot. 

IL AliiDwable Subjfict Matter 

As set forth above, the Examiner has indicated that claims 13-18 contain allowable 
subject matter. By this Amendment, Applicant has revwitten claims 14, 16, 17 and 18 into 
independent form and claim 13 has been canceled, without prejudice or disclaimer. 

III. Newly Added Claims 

By this Amendment, Applicant has added new claims 20-25 to provide more varied 
coverage of the present inyention. Applicant submits that claim 20 is patentable for at least 
analogous reasons as claim 14, claim 21 is patentable for at least analogous reasons as claim 16, 
claim 22 is patentable for at least analogous r^sons as claim 17 and claim 23 is patentable for at 
least analogous reasons as claim 18.
